The last work 
of the day for him was to consult the 
representatives of the wrecking compa­ 
nies, who probably will have charge of 
this work, and endeavor to arrange for 
both of them to work together so as to 
secure the use of each peculiar plant and 
to save time. The secretary, when asked 
w hat was the departm ent's estim ate of 
the conduct of Capt. Slgsbee In the terri­ 
ble situation In which he had been placed, 
replied: 
I think I express the feeling of the presi­ 
dent, as well as my own, when I say that, Capt. 
Slgsbee has conducted himself as an officer of 
our navy should. He was the last to leave his 
ship when she went down. His dispatch to me 
that night waa so complete. Since then I have 
thought of no question of fact to ask him 
which Is essential to the situation and which 
he could answer, which is not covered by that 
dispatch.

Washington, Feb. 24.—'Through the 
fog, smoke and confusion of the ex­ 
cited situation, as it is now found to 
exist, one thing is beginning to loom 
up distinctly in the foreground. That 
one paramount thing is that whether 
the Maine was blown up by accident 
or design, the American nation is get­ 
ting ready to rid ilsolf of a disagree­ 
able and 
offensive 
neighbor. 
This 
feeling it not confined to that element 
recognized and described by “Jingo.” 
It permeates all elements, and even 
the conservative groups in both houses 
of congress confess to the weariness 
of long waiting for the time to arrive 
when the long pending Cuban question 
can be settled. By common 
consent 
the verdict arrived at is that if the 
board of inquiry 
finds the explosion 
due to treachery action will be swift. 
If due to accident and there is reason 
to believe th at Spanish agencies had 
no hand in the affair, then action may 
be slower, but that in either event the 
end will be the same, viz., the loss of 
Cuba to Spain. 
On the surface there 
I» an appearance of calm and repose, 
but this is merely a surface indication. 
The deep down excitement and sus­ 
pense is actually greater right now 
than at any time since the explosion, 
because thoughtful people realize that 
the climax is dnngeiously near, and 
that probably within 
the next 
few 
days- any hour almost—facts may be 
revealed which will bring the tension 
between the two nations to the break­ 
ing point.

TRICKS PLAYED BY PLANTS. 


LITTLE 
MORE 
than a year ago a 
New York pub­ 
lisher said to me: 
“The 
man 
who 
can predict a fad 
to 
supplant 
the 
waning Napoleonic 
fad will be worth 
his weight in gold 
to a publisher.” 
I s u g g e s t e d 
Washington, and had the satisfaction 
of hearing my friend say he did not 
believe me. 
But I was right, nevertheless. 
The Frenchman is dead: long live 
the American! 
It would bfe wearisome to review all 
the evidence. 
Besides, this rational 
Washington fad has not as yet gone 
far enough, and It Is probable that 
greater works 
are now meditating 
than have been written. 
For the moment, therefore, It will 
suffice as an indication of the direc­ 
tion in which the current is setting 
to call to mind that a new edition of 
Irving’s “Washington” Is among tho 
recent announcements of one of our 
leading firms of publishers; that one 
of our most enterprising magazine 
editors makes a "feature” of a series 
of Washington portraits in his cur­ 
rent number, and that within a few 
months two of the most scholarly and 
gifted of our American historians have 
published monographs on the father 
of our country. 
The writers to whom I refer are 
Prof. Woodrow Wilson and Mr. Paul 
Leicester Ford. 
Both works are likable for many 
reasons, but they are chiefly attract­ 
ive—to me, at least—because of the 
extreme modernity of method they ex­ 
emplify in the treatment of their 
theme. 
And by this I wish to con­ 
vey the idea that the method Is at 
once scholarly and artistic. Both Mr. 
Ford and Prof. Wilson are painstak­ 


ing investigators, conscientious col­ 
lectors of documents; but with their 
pedantry is combined a lively appre­ 
ciation of the function and possibili­ 
ties of the literary art. 
The writing of history, therefore, 
becomes in their practice a task 
Identical in aim to that of the histor­ 
ical painter. 
They do not permit 
themselves to stop with the mere 
presentation of the facts of the past, 
but, because they are artists, they 
must vitalize these facts, and bring 
their readers, as do the painter and 
the historical novelist, into a vital as 
well as into an Intellectual relation 
with a remote period. 
Their Ideal requires not only that 
they shall prove their case, but that 
the demonstration shall be as aethet- 
ically convincing. 
Historical accuracy loses nothing 
by this treatment, and the personality 
of Washington gains immeasurably. 
Both he and the past—the picturesque, 
courtly, eventful, elegant past In 
which he moved—live again before 
our eyes; and the mind, lured to fol­ 
low an imagination captivated by the 
charm of style and dramatic incident, 
loses its contemporaneousness and Is 
merged in the theme of the history. 
Ab a sheer example of literary art. 
Prof. Wilson’s study Is perhaps to be 
preferred to Mr. Ford’s. His is the 
richer In picturesque 'detail, and 
shows clearly that the author has be­ 
stowed greater pains on the elabora­ 
tion of his backgrounds. Prof. Wil­ 
son’s style Is the best literary counter­ 
part I can think of of Mr. Pyle's draw­ 
ings. His atmosphere, even his style, 
has an old-time flavor. 
Mr. Ford is more direct; his style is 
less colored; his aim less pictorial. 
As for his temper, to my thinking it 
betrays on occasion the quality of ex­ 
asperation. 
Reading history sympathetically, 
but literally, he has allowed himself 
to be annoyed that his countrymen 


should prefer the hero of Washing­ 
ton’s birthdayB and of the Fourth of 
July orators to the real man who Is 
our Pater Patriae. 
Preferring the 
man of flesh and blood to the man of 
myth and legend, he set about strip­ 
ping him of these sentimental trap­ 
pings. 
“Behold,” says he, when he is done, 
“our national hero. A great man, to be 
sure, but no paragon—In his private 
life, at least. A man against whom 
calumny and slander blew, but who 
remained unsmirched. 
A man of 
valor in the field, yet one who shrunk 
from the publicity of public life. A 
man who held the helm of state with 
an iron hand, who fumbled his inaug­ 
uration address. A man whose sense 
of propriety constrained him in after­ 
life, when he knew that he had en­ 
rolled himself among the immortals, 
to undertake the revision of his pri­ 
vate correspondence, so that posterity 
might not laugh at his awkward Eng*

Artful Devlrei of the Calendula—The 
Cow Wheat’s Joke. 
Dr. Lundstrom has recently described 
some cases of alleged plant mimicry, 
says London Public Opinion. The cul­ 
tivated plant known as calendula may, 
in different conditions, produce at least 
threo different kinds of fruit. Some 
have sails and are suited for transpor­ 
tation by the wind, while others have 
hooks and catch hold of passing ani­ 
mals, hut the third kind exhibits a more 
desperate dodge, for it becomes like a 
caterpillar! Not that the fruit knows 
anything about it, but if it be sufficient­ 
ly like a caterpillar, a bird may eat it 
by mistake, the indigestible seeds will 
be subsequently dropped and so the 
trick succeeds. 
The next case Is more marvelous. 
There is a very graceful wild plant, 
with beautiful, delicate flowers, known 
to many as the cow wheat. Ants are 
fond of visiting the cow wheat to feast 
on a sweet banquet spread out upon 
the leaves. Dr. Lundstrom has ob­ 
served one of these ants and was sur­ 
prised to see it making ofLwith one of 
the seeds from an open fruit. The ant 
took tho seed home with it. On explor­ 
ing some ant nests the explorer saw 
that this was not the first eow-wheat 
seed which had been similarly treated. 
Many seeds were found in the ant nur­ 
series. The ants did not eat them or 
destroy them; in fact, when the nest 
was disturbed the ants saved the seeds 
along with their brood, for in size, form, 
color and weight, even in minute par­ 
ticulars, the seeds in question resemble 
ant cocoons. Once placed among the 
cocoons it requires a better than an 
ant to distinguish the tares from the 
wheat. In the excitement of flitting, 
when the nest is disturbed, the mistake 
is repeated and the seeds are also saved 
The trick is found out some day, for th< 
seeds, like the cocoons, awake out ot 
sleep. Tho awakening displays th« 
fraud. The seeds are thus supposed t< 
be scattered; they germinate and seen 
to thrive in the ant nests.

WASHINGTON THE SOLDIER. 
In the estimation of his associate» 
and others familiar with hi» military 
carrer, Washington was one of tha 
few great military chieftains of the 
world. 
No higher tribute could be 
paid him than that conveyed by Fred­ 
erick the Great of Prussia, when he 
presented his sword to the American 
general with this Inscription upon It, 
“From the oldest general of Europe 
to the greatest general in the world.” 
Washington as a general has been 
criticised for irresoluteness and fre­ 
quent resort to retreats while engaged 
in battle, but measured by the results 
accomplished in this way these criti­ 
cisms only add to his greatness. 
With the memory of the scenes at 
Concord, Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
and tho events at New York fresh In 
mind, It is pertinent to consider the 
afreet of Washington’s retreat from 
New York to the Jerseys, a distance 
of more than a hundred miles, with a 
mere handful of freezing starving 
men before a powerful foet flushed 
with victory, yet baffled in all tbelr 
ittempts to cut off retreat and destroy 
ammunition stores. Grander than any 
victory, more difficult and dangerous 
han any battle, this famous retreat 
brought Into public gaze the wonder- 
'ul combination of courage and pru- 
ience in Washington’s character and 
'alned for him the title of “American 
^ihius."

maneuver was by the crossing of tha 
Delaware, and the brilliant capture of 
the Hessian troops at a time when 
the assurance of success was so doubt­ 
ful and the apparent probability of 
defeat so great, when the black clouds 
of despair hung so oppressively over 
the struggling patriots and seemed to 
be slowly closing up that small open­ 
ing through which the people yet saw 
hopes of a brighter day, this second 
great exploit must be considered now, 
as It was then—the turning point of 
the war, the greatest achievement of 
the grandest man In the gloomiest 
period of tha revolution. 
It Is hardly necessary to narrata tha 


subsequent events, the terrible winter 
at Valley Forge, and the final aurran- 
der of Cornwallis at Yorktown. 
No­ 
where else In all his career does 
Washington exhibit to better advan­ 
tage his noble and disinterested char­ 
acteristics of heart and mind than ha 
did when the war was thus ao suc­ 
cessfully closed. 
He did not try to establish a mili­ 
tary despotism as did Cromwell; ha 
did not attempt to create an absoluta 
monarchy as did Napoleon, but quiet­ 
ly and without ostentation he resigned 
as commander and chief of the army 
and retired to hia home at Mount 
Vernon to resume the duties of a 
private citizen. 
While he was thus 
engaged the unanimous vote of the 
people’s representatives called him 
into public life again to Inaugurate, 
outline and broadly establish the new 
government. 
Washington ao a Dresser. 
In his youth, and even during the 
revolution, Washington was a good 
deal of a dandy. He gave his tailors 
minute instructions as to the number 
of button holes desired on his coat 
front, and for the cutting of the waist. 
He had a weakness for blue and purple 
broadcloth, silver and lace trimmings 
and ruffled shirts. During his later 
years, however, Washington dressed 
more modestly, and always in good 
taste. In his personal appearance he 
was exceptionally clean and neat. Ha 
is described as tall and well propor­ 
tioned and of commanding presence. 
His feet were unusually large. Though 
he wore false teeth and his large-fea­ 
tured face was colorless and pitted 
from smallpox, he was considered 
handsome. 
His carriage was always 
dignified and graceful. 
Prominent 
Englishmen, Frenchmen and Ameri­ 
cans of that period who saw him fre­ 
quently and under varying conditions, 
unite in declaring his deportment 
“easy, erect, and noble.” 
Washington was fond of a good time 
with congenial companions,as is shown 
by an expense account entry in his 
diary now preserved in the state de­ 
partment at the national capital, which 
reads: “To jamboree at Charlottes- 
burg, N. C., £13.”

The Chicago wheat deal is attract 
lug much attention. 
Joseph loiter 
continues to hold his immense pur­ 
chases of high grade winter wheat, an 
amount now estimated at 15,000,000 
bushels. 
In the meantime prices are 
advancing In all parts of the world, 
and it is difficult to predict the figure 
which will be reached by May wheat. 
The Letter clique claims that the far­ 
mers have long since parted with their 
wheat, and points to the fact that 
•'dollar wheat” fails to materially in­ 
crease 
the receipts at the principal 
points. 
An interesting feature of the 
situation is the development that hun­ 
dreds of millers and wholesale flour 
dealers have been mixing corn meal 
with flour and selling this blended mix­ 
ture as high grade wheat. This is Haid 
to account for “black bread,” and the 
further fact that flour has not ad­ 
vanced in price In proportion to wheat. 
This matter has been introduced into 
congress and some legislation may fol­ 
low. 
The reports of a Russian short- 
ftge which were at first vigorously 
denied, are found to be true, and the 
government will probably repeal the 
duty on wheat so as to permit imports. 
The stocks now in 
Russian 
ports 
amount to 11,600,000 bushels, as against 
an average of 19.904,000 bushels for 
»ame dates in the last ten years. The 
London Times prints a telegram from 
6t. Petersburg saying that the failure 
o f the crops threatens a worse dearth 
than that of 1891. Russian editors are 
forbidden to refer to the matter of the 
tsoming reduction in import duties. 


LOSS OF THE MAINE 


Maine is again to enter the list of 
copper mining states. 
The deposits, 
which are 
numerous 
and 
valuable, 
were worked more 
than 
twenty-five 
ytars ago, but a sudden and great de­ 
cline in the price of copper made them 
unprofitable; Improved and cheapened 
method of production is the cause of 
resumption of work. Copper Is a met­ 
al with which the market is never over­ 
stocked; 
although 
consumption 
in­ 
creases rapidly from year to year, a 
good copper mine 
is more 
valuable 
than a gold mine. 
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Havana, Feb. 17. The United States 
cruiser Ma ne was blown up in H av­ 
ana harbor, between, 0 and 10 o’clock 
Tuesday nlglit. Of the crew of 854 
officers, blue jn< kcts and marines, only 
101 have been accounted for. This 
means that 253 perished in tin* fright­ 
ful explosion, which tore the stout bat­ 
tleship to shreds and shook the city of 
Havana from end to end. Many of the 
survivors are suffering from painful 
wounds. 
Wild excitement nnd still wilder ru­ 
mors followed tin* concussion of the ter 
rlblo blast. Tho explosion shattered 
windows nnd electric lights and threw 
the city Into a tumult of excitement, 
such as It has rarely witnessed before. 
Crowds that had gathered In public 
places dispersed in quiet order and 
other knots gathered, to follow a mo­ 
ment later at the* hotels some leader 
who knew no more where he was going

Havana, Feb. 18.—The Maine, nt the 
time of the explosion, was at anchor 
about five hundred .yards from the a r­ 
senal nnd some two hundred ytirds 
from the floating dock. The explosion 
put out the street lights near the 
wharf nnd blew down telephone ond 
telegraph wires in th at vicinity. The 
first explosion Is said to have been 
caused by over six hundred pounds of 
gun cotton, and the subsequent explo­ 
sion is alleged to have been caused by 
shells ami cartridges. 
Lieut. Wainwright, of the Maine, was 
half-undressed at 9:45, and waa smok­ 
ing in ills cabin, next to that of ( apt. 
Sigabee, it is said, when the explosion 
occurred and put out 
the electric 
lights. Wainwright then lit a match 
and went to rap t. Sigsbee’s cabin. The 
captain, It appears, had been thrown 
from his bed but was uninjured. They 
l>oth went on deek and gave orders to 
flood 2,500 pounds of gun cotton which 
was aboard. 
The order was carried 
out, but the men who fulfilled It never 
returned. Havana, however, was saved 
from a stNl more terrible explosion.

The secretary also denied briefly and 
comprehensively wild rumors that he had 
requested the chief of police of ?#ew York 
to guard the Vizcaya, and that he had 
selc -ted Constructor Bowles to go to Ha­ 
vana and raise tho Maine. The last work 
of the day for him was to consult the 
representatives of the wrecking compa­ 
nies, who probably will have charge of 
this work, and endeavor to arrange for 
both of them to work together so as to 
secure the use of each peculiar plant and 
to save time. Tho secretary, when asked 
what was the department’s estimate of 
tho conduct of Capt. Sigsbee In the terri­ 
ble situation in which he had been placed, 
replied: 
I think I expreM the feeling of the presi­ 
dent, an well ae my own, when I say th a t ('apt. 
Blggbee has conducted himself as an o®cer of 
our na vy should. 
He w as the last to leave his 
ship when she went down. H is dispatch to me 
th a t night w as bo complete. 
Since then I have 
thought of no question of fact to ask him 
which 1 s essential to the situation and which 
he cc/uld answer, which is not covered by th a t 
dispatch. 
Its tone, too. Is th a t of a discreet 
and level-headed m an who realized the im- 
preselon any word from him a t th at tim e would 
have on the public mind.

All the populace turned 
out, and the throngs gradually trended

that lay just beyond. The streets be­ 
came congested, and one had a hard 
task to force his way through. The re­ 
port wus first that the arsenal had 
Mown up, and then It was said that the 
Hpanlsh man of war had torpedoed the 
Maine. And this was while the men of 
the Alfonso XII. were struggling in 
the work of rescue. The Ward Fine 
steamer City of Washington and tin* 
cruiser were the first to reach the 
scene, and their crews did all that 
could be done to rescue the drowning. 
Three boats from the Maine were there 
too. In fact, there w ife more boats to 
pick up swimmers than there were 
swimmers to be picked up. Some of 
the survivors were brought to the land­ 
ing place there and turned over to the 
firemen, who carried the wounded on 
stretchers to hospitals. Others were 
brought alongside the City of Washing­ 
ton, and still others were carried on 
board the Alfonso XII. 
The wreck took fire and burned the 
long night through. When broke the 
solemn, pitying dawn, dark wreaths of 
smoke were still curling upward from 
the shapeless mass. At sunrise all 
flags in the harbor were at half-mast. 
T l i e N ev\* In W a s h i n g t o n * 
Washington, Feb, 17. The appalling 
nature of the disaster and the gravity 
of the situation that would arise should 
Investigation give a besls for the under­ 
current of suspicion of treachery and 
foul play that ran through .all minds, 
had a sobering effect upon public men 
of all shades of political opinion. Pub** 
He men expressed their opinions with 
reserve when approached for inter­ 
views, but everywhere there was a de­ 
mand for an investigation and full de­ 
tails, in the light of which the horror 
may justly be viewed. 
Secretary Fong undoubtedly sum­ 
marized the general opinion of the ma­ 
jority of the naval experts in finding it 
Impossible just now to state the cause 
of tin* destruction of tho Maine. There 
are a great number of theories, but 
most of them are of a character that 
makes it easy to prove or upset them 
by a single Investigation by a diver. 
Secretary Long has taken immediate 
stops to make this investigation. He 
telegraped Admiral Sicanl at Key West 
to appoint a board of naval officers to 
proceed at once to Havana, employ 
divers and generally to make such in­ 
quiry as the regulations of the navy 
demand shall be made in the case of 
the loss of a ship. The large majority 
of naval officers are inclined to the 
belief that the explosion resulted from 
spontaneous embustion of a coal bunk­ 
er, the overheating of the iron parti­ 
tions between the boilers and the mag­ 
azine or from the explosion of a boiler, 
though the last theory find* little sup­ 
port.

C apt Dickens, acting chief of the nav-

A number of messages were received 
nt the state department from foreign 
governments expressing regret in con­ 
nection with the Maine disaster.

Washington, Feb. 18,—The govern­ 
ment has settled back into a waiting 
attitude in respect to the terrible 
Maine disaster in Havana harbor. The 
great shock caused by the news has 
given way to a calmer and more judi­ 
cial state of mind, and, realizing from 
the events of the day that tlie court of 
Inquiry is the sole dependence In the 


throngs that filled tin* streets along 
which the funeral procession passed to 
the cemetery. 
The funeral cortege 
started from the principal entrance of 
the city hall on Weyler street, then 
turned to the right on Mercadores 
street, then up O’Reilly street along the 
right side of Central Park and finally 
to the right along San Rafael street to 
the cemetery.

This 
means that 253 perished In the fright­ 
ful explosion, which toro the stout bat­ 
tleship to shreds and! shook the city of 
Havana from end to end. Many of tho 
survivors are suffering from painful 
wounds.

The explosion 
put out the street lights near the 
wharf and blew dotvn telephone and 
telegraph wires In that vicinity. The 
first explosion Is said to have been 
caused by over six hundred pounds of 
gun cotton, and the subsequent explo­ 
sion Is alleged to have been caused by 
shells and cartridges. 
Lieut. Wainwright, of the Maine, was 
half-undressed at 9:45, and was smok­ 
ing In his cabin, next to that of Capt. 
Sigsbee, it is said, when the explosion 
occurred and put out the electric 
lights. Wain wright then lit a match 
and went to Capt. Sigsbee’s cabin. The 
captain, It appears, bad been thrown 
from his bed but was uninjured. They 
both went on deck and gave orders to 
flood 2,500 pounds of gun cotton which 
was aboard.

The last work 
of the day for him was to consult the 
representatives of the wrecking compa­ 
nies, who probably will have charge of 
this work, and endeavor to arrange for 
both of them to work together so as to 
secure the use of each peculiar plant and 
to save time. The secretary, when asked 
w hat was the departm ent's estim ate of 
the conduct of Capt. Sigsbee In the terri­ 
ble situation In which he had been placed, 
replied: 
I think I express the feeling of the presi­ 
dent, as well as my own, when I say that, Capt. 
Sigsbee has conducted himself as an officer of 
our navy should. He was the last to leave his 
ship when she went down. His dispatch to me 
that night waa so complete.

For some time past Lieutenant Com­ 
mander Sob rat has been acting the 
part of H spy of the Spanish authori­ 
ties while ostensibly the naval attache

Sobral is 
known to nave acquired a good deal 
of information which was quite legit­ 
imate for him to gather, although the 
means he took to secure it was at 
lenst 
questionable, but 
It was

lieved by the war department that the 
plans of the submarine defense of the 
harbor were absolutely secret. 
It la 
reported, however, upon reliable au­ 
thority, 
that Sobral secured these 
plans through 
corrupting

they are at present In Madrid. Color 
is given to the report by the fact that 
the Spanish cruiser Vizcaya remained 
outside the line of these defenses until 
Sunday and made no attem pt to enter 
the harbor of New York. Sobral vis­ 
ited the vessel upon her arrival, and, 
if the report that he had the plans Is 
true, lie undoubtedly furnished copies 
to the Spanish commander.

Sampson and 
Lieutenant Commanders 
Potter and 
Marix present, 
("apt. Sampson pre­ 
sided, and 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Marix. recently 
executive 
officer of 
the Maine, acted as recorder. 
Capt. Sigsbee, the commander of the 
Maine, was the 
first witness called. 
He was under examination 
until I 
o’clock ’n. the afternoon, at which hour 
an adjournment was taken. The board 
will make a careful personal examina­ 
tion of the 
wreck, near 
which 
the 
Mangrove is anchored. 
Cant. Sampson received the Associ­ 
ated Press correspondent immediately 
sifter the* morning session. 
He said, 
in tho 
course 
of 
an Interview: 
“I 
would be glad to give the Associated 
Press news, but owing to Hie delicate 
situation, the board has decided to 
make nothing public. 
I do not know 
w hat testimony may develop or when, 
and it is only fair to the Spanish gov­ 
ernment not to give 
the public the 
testimony until all has been received 
and the findings have been considered. 
You may say that this 
R u le I* A lm oin!*. 
Due care will bo taken for the rigid 
enforcement of it, aud all stories pur­ 
porting to come from the court should 
be set down as false. 
I have no idea 
as to how long the court will remain 
here. 
No one is authorized to fix the 
time, as the members themselves do 
not, know.

The fact that it had 
exploded seems to show that there 
was an explosion in the magazine for 
fixed ammunition on the port side for­ 
ward. 
All the wounded 
men except two 
are doing well.

quiry personally inspected the wreck.

Dr. Lundstrom has recently described 
some cases of all-god plant mimicry, 
says London Public Opinion. The cul­ 
tivated plant known as calendula may, 
in different conditions, produce at least 
threo different kinds of fruit. 
Some 
have sails and are suited for transpor­ 
tation by the wind, while others have 
hooks and catch hold of passing a n i­ 
mals, but the third kind exhibits a more 
desperate dodge, for it becomes like a 
caterpillar! Not th a t the fruit knows 
anything about it, but if it be sufficient­ 
ly like a caterpillar, a bird may eat it 
by mistake, the indigestible seeds will 
be subsequently dropped and so the 
trick succeeds. 
The next case is more marvelous. 
There is a very graceful wild plant, 
with beautiful, delicate llowrers, knowrn 
to many as the cow wheat. 
Ants are 
fond of visiting the cow wheat to feast 
on a sweet banquet spread out upon 
the leaves. 
Dr. Lundstrom has ob­ 
served one of these ants and was sur­ 
prised to see it making off-with one of 
the seeds from an open fruit. The ant 
took the seed home with it. 
On explor­ 
ing some ant nests the explorer saw 
that this was not the first cow-wheat 
seed which had been similarly treated. 
Many seeds were found in the ant n u r­ 
series. 
The ants did not eat them or 
destroy them; in fact, when the nest 
was disturbed the ants saved the seeds 
along with their brood, for in size, form, 
color and w’eight, even in m inute p a r­ 
ticulars, the seeds in question resemble 
ant cocoons. 
Once placed among the 
cocoons it requires a better than an 
ant to distinguish the tares from the 
wheat. 
In the excitement of flitting, 
when the nest is disturbed, the mistake 
is repeated and the seeds are also saved 
The trick is found out some day, for tin 
seeds, like the cocoons, awake out oi 
sloop. 
The aw'akening 
displays 
th» 
fraud. The seeds are thus supposed t< 
be scattered; they germinate and seen 
to thrive in the unt nests.

The writers to whom I refer are 
Prof. Woodrow Wilson and Mr. Paul 
Leicester Ford. 
Both works are likable for many 
reasons, but they are chiefly attra ct­ 
ive—to me, at least—because of the 
extreme modernity of method they ex­ 
emplify 
in 
the 
treatment of their 
theme. 
And by this I wish to con­ 
vey the Idea that the method is at 
once scholarly and artistic. 
Both Mr. 
Ford and Prof. Wilson are painstak-

lng 
Investigators, conscientious 
col­ 
lectors of documents; but with their 
pedantry is combined a lively appre­ 
ciation of the function and possibili­ 
ties of the literary art. 
The 
writing of history, 
therefore, 
becomes 
in

task 
identical in aim to th at of the histor­ 
ical painter. 
They 
do 
not 
permit 
themselves to stop 
with 
the 
mere 
presentation of the facts of the past, 
but, 
because 
they are artists, they 
must vitalize these facts, and bring 
their readers, as do the painter and 
the historical novelist, into a vital as 
well as into an Intellectual relation 
with a remote period. 
Their ideal requires not only that 
they shall prove their case, but that 
the demonstration shall be as aethet- 
ically convincing. 
Historical 
accuracy 
loses 
nothing 
by this treatment, and the personality 
of Washington 
gains Immeasurably. 
Both he and the past—the picturesque, 
courtly, 
eventful, 
elegant 
past 
In 
which he moved—live 
again 
before 
our eyes; and the mind, lured to fol­ 
low an imagination captivated by the 
charm of style and dramatic incident, 
loses its contemporaneousness and is 
merged in the theme of the history. 
As a sheer example of literary art. 
Prof. Wilson’s study is perhaps to be 
preferred to Mr. F ord’s. 
His is the 
richer 
in 
picturesque 
detail, 
and 
shows clearly that the author has be­ 
stowed greater pains on the elabora­ 
tion of his backgrounds. 
Prof. Wil­ 
son’s style is the best literary counter­ 
part I can think of of Mr. Pyle’s draw ­ 
ings. 
His atmosphere, even his style, 
has an old-time flavor. 
Mr. Ford is more direct; his style Is 
less colored; his aim less pictorial. 
As for his temper, to my thinking it 
betrays on occasion the quality of ex­ 
asperation. 
Reading 
history 
sympathetically, 
but literally, he has allowed himself 
to 
be 
annoyed that his countrymen 


should prefer the hero 
of 
W ashing­ 
ton’s birthdays and of the Fourth of 
July orators to the real man who is 
our 
Pater 
Patriae. 
Preferring the 
man of flesh and blood to the man of 
myth and legend, he set about strip­ 
ping him of these sentimental tr a p ­ 
pings. 
"Behold,” says he, when he Is done, 
"our national hero. A great man, to be 
sure, but no paragon—in his private 
life, at least. 
A man against whom 
calumny and slander blew, but who 
remained 
unsmirched.

private citizen. 
While he was thus 
engaged the unanimous vote

In his youth, and even during the 
revolution, W ashington was a 
good 
deal of a dandy.

He had a weakness for blue and purple 
broadcloth, silver and lace trimmings 
and ruffled shirts. 
During 
his later 
years, however, Washington 
dressed 
more modestly, and always in 
good 
taste. 
In his personal appearance he 
was exceptionally clean and neat. He 
is described as tall and well propor­ 
tioned and of commanding presence. 
His feet were unusually large. Though 
he wore false teeth and his large-fea­ 
tured face was colorless and 
pitted 
from smallpox, he 
was 
considered 
handsome. 
His carriage was always 
dignified 
and 
graceful.

Englishmen, Frenchmen and Ameri­ 
cans of th a t period who saw him fre­ 
quently and under varying conditions,

s u g g e s t e d 
Washington, and had the satisfaction 
of hearing my friend say he did not 
believe me. 
But I was right, nevertheless. 
The Frenchman is dead: long live 
the American! 
It would bb wearisome to review all 
the evidence. 
Besides, this rational 
Washington fad has not as yet gone 
far enough, and It Is probable that 
greater 
works are now 
meditating 
than have been written. 
For the moment, therefore, It will 
suffice as an indication of the direc­ 
tion in which the current Is setting 
to call to mind that a new edition of 
Irving’s “Washington” is among tho 
recent announcements of one of our 
leading firms of publishers; that one 
of 
our 
most enterprising magazine 
editors makes a "feature” of a aeries 
of Washington 
portraits In his cur­ 
rent number, and that within a few 
months two of the most scholarly and 
gifted of our American historians have 
published monographs on the father 
of our country. 
The writers to whom I refer are 
Prof. Woodrow Wilson and Mr. Paul 
Leicester Ford. 
Both works are likable for many 
reasons, but they are chiefly attract­ 
ive—to me, at least—because of the 
extreme modernity of method they ex­ 
emplify 
in 
the 
treatment of their 
theme. 
And by this I wish to con­ 
vey the Idea that the method is at 
once scholarly and artistic. Both Mr. 
Ford and Prof. Wilson are painstak­ 


ing investigators, conscientious col­ 
lectors of documents; but with their 
pedantry is combined a lively appre­ 
ciation of the function and possibili­ 
ties of the literary art. 
The 
writing of history, 
therefore, 
becomes 
In 
their practice a 
task 
Identical in aim to that of the histor­ 
ical painter. 
They do not permit 
themselves to stop 
with 
the 
mere 
presentation of the facts of the past, 
but, 
because 
they are artists, they 
must vitalize these facts, and bring 
their readers, as do the painter and 
the historical novelist, into a vital as 
well as into an intellectual relation 
with a remote period. 
Their ideal requires not only that 
they shall prove their case, but that 
the demonstration shall be as a c tin ­ 
ically convincing. 
Historical accuracy loses nothing 
by this treatment, and the personality 
of Washington gains immeasurably. 
Both he and the past—the picturesque, 
courtly, 
eventful, 
elegant 
past 
in 
which he moved—live 
again 
before 
our eyes; and the mind, lured to fol­ 
low an imagination captivated by the 
charm of style and dramatic incident, 
loses Its contemporaneousness and la 
merged in the theme of the history. 
As a sheer example of literary art. 
Prof. Wilson’s study is perhaps to be 
preferred to Mr. Ford’s. His is the 
richer 
In 
picturesque 'detail, 
and 
shows clearly that the author has be­ 
stowed greater pains on the elabora­ 
tion of his backgrounds. Prof. Wil­ 
son’s style Is the best literary counter­ 
part I can think of of Mr. Pyle’s draw­ 
ings. His atmosphere, even his style, 
has an old-time flavor. 
Mr. Ford is more direct; his style is 
less colored; his aim less pictorial. 
As for his temper, to my thinking it 
betrays on occasion the quality of ex­ 
asperation. 
Reading 
history 
sympathetically, 
but literally, he has allowed himself 
to 
be annoyed that hit countrymen

should prefer the hero of Washing­ 
ton’s birthdays and of the Fourth of 
July orators to the real man who ie 
our 
Pater 
Patriae. 
Preferring the 
man of flesh and blood to the man of 
myth and legend, he set about strip­ 
ping him of these sentimental trap­ 
pings. 
“Behold,” says he, when he la done, 
“our national hero. A great man, to be 
sure, but no paragon—in his private 
life, at least.

TRICKS PLAYED BY PLANTS. 


A rtful Device* 
o f th e 
C alendal*—The 
Cow Wheat*! Joke. 
Dr. Lundstrom has recently described 
some cases of alleged plant mimicry, 
says London Public Opinion. The cul­ 
tivated plant known as calendula may, 
In different conditions, produce at least 
three different kinds of fruit. 
Some 
have sails and are suited tor transpor­ 
tation by the wind, while others have 
hooks and catch hold of passing ani­ 
mals, but the third kind exhibits a more 
desperate dodge, for it becomes like a 
caterpillar! Not that the fruit knows 
anything about it, but if It be sufficient­ 
ly like a caterpillar, a bird may eat it 
by mistake, the indigestible seeds will 
be subsequently dropped and so the 
trick succeeds. 
The next case Is more marvelous. 
There is a very graceful wild plant, 
with beautiful, delicate flowers, known 
to many as the cow wheat. Ants are 
fond of visiting the cow wheat to feast 
on a sweet banquet spread out upon 
the leaves. 
Dr. Lundstrom has ob­ 
served one of these ants and was sur­ 
prised to see it making off.with one of 
the seeds from an open fruit. The ant 
took tho seed home with it. On explor­ 
ing some ant nests the explorer saw 
that this was not the first cow-wheat 
seed which hud been similarly, treated. 
Many seeds were found in the ant nur­ 
series. The antB did not eat them or 
destroy them; in fact, when the nest 
was disturbed the ants saved the seeds 
along with their brood, for in size, form, 
color and weight, oven in minute par­ 
ticulars, the seeds in question resemble 
ant cocoons. 
Once placed among the 
cocoons it requires a better than an 
ant to distinguish the taros from the 
wheat. 
In the excitement of flitting, 
when the nest is disturbed, the mistake 
is repeated and tile seeds are also saved 
The trick is found out some day, for th< 
seeds, like tho cocoons, awake out oi 
sleep. 
Tho awakening displays th* 
fraud. The seeds are thus supposed t( 
bo scattered; they germinate and seen 
to thrive In the ant nests.

W A S H I N G T O N T H E S O L D I E R . 
In the estimation of his associate* 
and others familiar with his military 
carrer, Washington 
was one of the 
few great military chieftains of the 
world. 
No higher tribute could be 
paid him than that conveyed by Fred­ 
erick the Great of Prussia, when he 
presented his sword to the American 
general with this Inscription upon It, 
“From the oldest general of Europe 
to the greatest general In the world.” 
Washington as a general has been 
criticised for Irresoluteness and fre­ 
quent resort to retreats while engaged 
in battle, but measured by the results 
accomplished In this w*ay these criti­ 
cisms only add to his greatness. 
With the memory of the scenes at 
Concord, Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
and the events at New York fresh In 
mind, It is pertinent to consider the 
affect of Washington’s 
retreat 
from 
New York to the Jerseys, a distance 
of more than a hundred miles, with a 
mere 
handful 
of freezing 
starving 
men before a powerful 
foe, 
flushed 
with victory, yet baffled in all their 
attempts to cut off retreat and destroy 
ammunition stores. Grander than any 
victory, more difficult and dangerous 
han any battle, this famous retreat 
brought Into public gaze the wonder­ 
ful combination of courage and pm- 
ience in Washington’s character and 
'allied for bim the title of “American 
biblus.” 
But followed bhd crowned aa this 


maneuver was by the crossing of the 
Delaware, and the brilliant capture of 
the Hessian troops at a time when 
the assurance of success was so doubt­ 
ful and the apparent 
probability of 
defeat so great, when the black clouds 
of despair hung so oppressively over 
the struggling patriots and seemed to 
be slowly closing up that small open­ 
ing through which the people yet saw 
hopes of a brighter day, this second 
great exploit must be considered now, 
as it was then—the turning point of 
the war, the greatest achievement of 
the 
grandest 
man In tbs gloomiest 
period of the revolution. 
It Is hardly necessary to narrate the 


subsequent event*, the terrible winter 
at Valley Forge, and the final surren­ 
der of Cornwallis at Yorktown. 
No­ 
where else in all his career does 
Washington exhibit to better advan­ 
tage his noble and disinterested char­ 
acteristics of heart and mind than he 
did when the war was thus so suc­ 
cessfully closed. 
He did not try to establish a mili­ 
tary despotism as did Cromwell; he 
did not attempt to create an absolute 
monarchy as did Napoleon, but quiet­ 
ly and without ostentation he resigned 
as commander and chief of the army 
and retired to his home 
at 
Mount 
Vernon to resume the duties of a 
private citizen. 
While he was thus 
engaged the unanimous vote of the 
people’s 
representatives called 
him 
Into public life again to inaugurate, 
outline and broadly establish the new 
government. 


Washington mm m Dresser. 
In his youth, and even during the 
revolution, Washington was a good 
deal of a dandy. 
He gave his tailors 
minute instructions as to the number 
of button holes desired on his coat 
front, and for the cutting of the waist. 
He had a weakness for blue and purple 
broadcloth, silver and lace trimmings 
and ruffled shirts. 
During 
his later 
years, however, Washington 
dressed 
more modestly, and always in 
good 
taste. 
In his persona) appearance he 
was exceptionally clean and neat. Ha 
is described aa tall and well propor­ 
tioned and of commanding presence. 
His feet were unusually large. Though 
he wore false teeth and his large-fea­ 
tured face was colorless and 
pitted 
from smallpox, he 
was 
considered 
handsome. 
His carriage was always 
dignified 
and 
graceful. 
Prominent 
Englishmen, Frenchmen and Ameri­ 
cans of that period who saw him fre­ 
quently and under varying conditions, 
unite in declaring 
his 
deportment 
“easy, erect, and noble.” 
Washington was fond of a good time 
with congenial companions,as is shown 
by an expense account 
entry in his 
diary now preserved in the state de­ 
partment at the national capital, which 
reads: 
“To jamboree at Cbarlottes- 
hurg, N. C.. £13.”
